The Church, said Bishop 
Maher, has a ‘‘grave 
obligation to give zealous 
atténtion to moral and 
religious education. 

“THEREFORE we are 
endeavoring to see that the 
fundamental basic truths of 
the Church are being taught 
and that greater discipline 
be demanded to-counteract 
our permissive society. 


“Every Christian must 
live a disciplined life if he is 
to live out his vocation. 
Faith-inspired education 
must give the in-depth 
dimension to permeate all of 
life.”’ 


Stressing that com- 
munication is an important 
aspect of education 
leadership, the bishop added 
that ‘‘education requires 
dialogue, exchange in which 
all parties are learners as 
well as teachers. 

“EVERY NEW means of 
communication and im- 
proved technique in 
education will be most 
welcome.” 

Dr. Schmid becomes 
superintendent at a time 
when Catholic schools in this 
and other dioceses are 
constantly fighting financial 
crises and seeking new ways 
of staying alive.

To make the spirit soar 


Occasionally events help to lift us up, to raise our 
spirits toward that spot above where we fondly 
imagine the Father is waiting for us. Even in the Mass 
the priest still ‘“‘lifts his eyes toward heaven.” 


For me last week was one of those which lifted 
spirits upwards and outwards toward that ft beeen 
beyond. 


It started with a first visit to San Francisco’s new 
cathedral of St. Mary. New? Well, now into its second 
year, it has many, many more years of controversy 
left in its startling lines and concrete construction. 


For me and my wife Beryl, it was a sight which 
“lifted up the mind and heart to God”? — which, after 
all, is the definition of prayer. We have seen most of 
Europe’s great cathedrals, from Chartres to Notre 
Dame to Amiens, from St. Peter’s Basilica in Rome to 
the Sacre Coeur overlooking Paris. 


Allhave their beauty, their drawing of the mind and 
heart upwards, but St. Mary’s cathedral on that hill in 
San Francisco has a staggering impact of perspective, 
situated in the heart of the city, yet rising above it, it 
seems symbolic of Christ being in the world, yet out of 
it, showing that man’s 20th century architectural 
manifestation does not have to be all utilitarian blocks 
of steel and concrete. 


This above all 


You scarcely notice the cross which hangs silently 
over the altar. Yet, once noticed, its presence per- 
vades. Why do I say “‘silently’’ — simply because it 
hangs there, invisibly suspended, silently bearing 
witness, without a body, a corpus. 


But above it the mobile of shimmering light rods 

' moves one’s spirits upwards to the vaulted peaks of 

the concrete and stained glass edifice. Gothic columns 

have their place, and over centuries have lifted men’s 

hearts. Today the heights of the cruciform meeting of 

the supports for St. Mary’s epitomize our modern 
concept.

God’s own country 


From San Francisco to Banff, Alberta, Canada, 
which surely must be one of God’s masterpieces. The 
scenes in the Canadian Rockies around Banff, as snow 
began to turn to summer streams, continued the uplift 
which started in San Francisco. 


Peaks ranging from 10,000 to 12,000 feet soar above 
the little center of the Canadian national park. Peaks 
with names like Eisenhower (five peaks for five 
stars), Temple, because it looks like one, Victoria 
after the English queen, and Louise — a wondrous 
lake — after her daughter. 
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Lake Louise was still frozen and so we missed its 
emerald hue. But the Victorial glacier above provided 
one of those landscapes which are beautiful enough to 
be unreal. A priest with an Italian background and 
a keen sense of humor said to me, as we gazed up- 
ward at the mountainous majesty: “God made the 
world on his own, so beautifully, and then the Bible 
says ‘Let us make man.’ That’s when God formed a 
committee. And look at the result.” 


That final soar . 


But we were not in Banff to go sightseeing — though 
most wise conventions allow for it — as it was the time 
for those who ‘produce religious newspapers and 
magazines to share ideas and renew acquaintances. 
And it was there, once again that our spirits were 
given the uplift of the week of soaring experiences. 


It came on the last day, when awards are announced 
for such things as best front page, best overall 
newspaper, best photograph, best news story. 


And there we were, pleased and surprised when we 
were called to receive our awards and comments (see 
page 1) which helped to make the convention ex- 
perience memorable and our week one of prayerful 
experiences and hopes. It was suitably on Ascension 
Day that our awards were received, with some 30 or 40 
priest editors and publishers concelebrating the Mass 
of the feast. 


Like most other formerly stable things of this world, 
the religious press is having to gird its loins anew, to 
treat the world as it will be treated and not always as 
we would wish to treat it. It’s the medium, not the 
message, as McCluhan puts it. And our medium in the 
San Diego diocese, has been rated one of the most 
healthy. We are pleased and proud. Join us, please in 
this pleasure, as the people of God, because it is your 
paper. 


The great sickness 


The sickness that has become almost endemic in 


our political arena, which shows itself in murder- 


ous violence, was evident again this week when 
Governor George Wallace was struck down. 


It is the sickness of.a society goaded on by a my- 
opic fanaticism in the belief that freedom means 
intolerance and hatred of all opposition and the 
violent silencing of contrary opinion. 


It is a sickness made doubly dangerous by a belief 
that any person is entitled to carry a gun. Some 
6,000 persons are shot to death in the United States 
every year with weapons easily purchased and read- 
ily available — by comparison with a few hundred 
similarly murdered in any of Europe’s nations. 


For some reason that aspect of civilization which 
presumes that law abiding citizens do not need per- 
sonal arms has not yet penetrated these 50 United 
States. Yet the nations of Europe, from which we 
sprang, and even the new nations of Africa and Asia, 
can show us, by comparison, how uncivilized we are 
where murder is concerned. There is no room today 
for ‘frontier’ mentality. 


The powerful gun lobby must surely, soon be 
brought to book so that the immediate weapon may 
at least be removed from indiscriminate and irres- 
ponsible hands.

AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
... about responsible journalism and 
who decides the criteria of good news. 

We were complaining, as people 
often do, about the apparent unconcern 
on items of dissention, disaster and 
disintegration. Day after day the news 
media seems to present a uniformly 
depressing picture of the local and 
global scene. 


As a whole, newsmen project from 
their various media as a_ cynical, 
lugubrious crew! I remember, during a 
visit to Britain many years ago, the 
incredibly dispassionate and bored 
delivery of the news announcers of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation. 


ON THE OCCASIONS when British 
humor reared its head and an item of 
some levity concluded the news, the 
flat, precision of those cultured voices 
imbued it with all the impact of a 
deflated balloon. 

We heard that a directive was issued 
later from the hallowed halls of the 
BBC hierarchy that commentators 
should smile at least at the conclusion 
of the news, and we watched with 
trepidation, lest those glacial faces 
crack and splinter under the effort! 

That the news is not good cannot be 
gainsaid. That there is no good news is 
nonsense. True, all over the world, 
people are hating each other, and 
themselves; killing each other — and 
themselves — destroying, denigrating, 
denying. 

THERE IS SO much war and con- 
flict, bribery and corruption, prejudice 
and unreasonableness, perhaps there is 
reason for a negative view. 

But all over the world people are 
loving one another also. In the midst of 
violence and terror, the human spirit 
rises again and again in instinctive 
desire for a good life, a pervasive hope 
for good news.

war and each new outrage merits front 
page headlines, but let groups of the 
same people meet and pray together, 
negotiate together in mutual :tolerance 
and page three is good enough. 

THE ORIGINS of the demented 
optimist who claimed ‘“‘no news is good 
news”? are mercifully shrouded in 
oblivion, beyond reach of the tongues of 
anxious parents awaiting word from 
their recalcitrant children! 

That good news is no news seems 
equally fallacious. It is news that good 
yet emerges from the turmoil of today. 
It is not that there is no good news, nor 
that good news is not newsworthy, but 
that our concept of what constitutes 
newsworthiness may be at fault. 


David Brinkley is credited with 
claiming that the news is ‘‘what I say it 
is,’ and within the sphere of his 
authority no doubt he is right. 

EDITORSHIP, commentary, reports 
all in their own way are censorship. 
The ‘‘slant,”’ the opinion we receive is 
directed by the personalities behind the 
media. If balance is lacking, the 
presentation will show it. 


It would be unrealistic and dishonest 
to ignore the chaos and havoc in our 
political and moral environment, but it 
is even less so to overlook the 
evidence of triumph of human integrity 
and dignity over that environment. 


In every situation some sign of man’s 
intrinsic goodness and strength comes 
to light. Humor, fellowship, love and 
concern, offshoot from the in- 
destructible driving spirit of man 
which will not allow him to remain 
oppressed and defeated. 


Good News for Modern Man is a 
popular edition of the New Testament 
story. Still today the good news for 
modern man is the story of Christ 
living within us, in our own time, and 
the battle against great odds to find his 
meaning in our lives.

The tax credit: 


option for parents?

IN RECENT MONTHS there has been a clear 
change of emphasis on the part of many people 
searching for an answer to the economic 


‘problems facing Catholic schools (and almost all 


nonpublic schools), and the parents of nonpublic 
school children. 


To put it briefly, the focus: has been moving 
away from school support and toward people 
support, away from the concept of aiding in- 
stitutions and toward the concept of assisting 
parents and children. And as fast as the view has 
changed, the new idea has been picking up 
support. No fewer than six bills have been in- 
troduced in this session of Congress to grant tax 


Suppose the parents had two children and a 
combined income of $10,000. If one of the 
youngsters attended an elementary school that 
charged $100 per year tuition and the other a 
high school that charged $500 per year, their 
Credits would work out something like this:

Now l/et’s see how that affects their tax return. 
Since Credits reduce taxes directly, you can 
use them regardless of whether you itemize de- 
ductions. If the model. family used a standard 
deduction, as 60 per cent of all taxpayers do, 
here is how their calculations would look:

assistance to the parents of nonpublic school 
children. 


The new name of the game is tax credits. 


IF THE:TERM DOES not sound too familiar 
don’t be surprised. Tax credits have been around 
for a long while, but unless you happen to be an 
accountant or you have come into a large 
inheritance recently, you have probably had no 
chance to make use of them. 


Tax credits allow you to apply an amount of 
money, spent for some specific purpose over the 
course of the tax year, against.your federal in- 
come tax bill. In other words, educational tax 
credits would allow you to credit at least some of 
the money you spend on your children’s 
education if they do not attend public schools. 
Note the difference between credits and mere 
deductions. Deductions lower the amount of 
money you pay taxes on. Tax credits actually 
reduce your taxes. 


By contrast, today you cannot even claim your 
school tuition bills as deductions. 


ALL THE BILLS NOW before Congress have 
much in common. They differ basically in how 


_they arrive at the precise amount of the credit. 


They also differ on whether there ought to be a, 
maximum credit, how much the maximum 
ought to be, and whether or not the limit ought to 
decline as taxpayers become more able to pay 
their own way. 


One of the bills would allow.a tax credit of 50 
per cent of all tuitions paid by a taxpayer, up toa 
limit of $400 per child. Another method would 
allow full tuition credit, but would impose a 
lower maximum. Some plans would lower the 
maximum credit once a family’s income 
reached the $25,000 level. 


The important thing to remember about tax 
credits is that they do not try to aid Catholic 
schools — nor any schools for that matter. They 
are designed to aid people, children and parents, 
people who would otherwise carry an unfair 
burden. 


OF COURSE THERE is also a benefit to 
people who do not have children in nonpublic 
schools. If the parents who now choose to send 
their children to nonpublic schools are able to 
continue doing so in spite of rising costs, those 
children will not be forced into the public school 
system and the added cost of their entire 
education will not be added to local tax rolls. 


The sudden interest in tax credits is not by 
mere chance. The _ skyrocketing costs of 
educational services alerted most nonpublic 
school educators and administrators several 
years ago to the fact that parents alone could not 
continue to bear the total bill for the schools. 
Other types of aid have been tried, but almost all 
were aid programs aimed directly at schools. — 


Two such plans were started in Pennsylvania 
and Rhode Island, one in which teachers’ 
salaries were subsidized, the other in which 
schools were aided directly. Both were declared 
unconstitutional less than a year ago by the 
Supreme Court. The court said the plans gave 
rise to ‘‘excessive entanglement’’ between the 
state governments and the schools in violation of 
Church and state separation. 
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NOT ENOUGH — Visual aids in teaching secular 
subjects is a form of state assistance to non- 
public school children — but it is not enough. 
Other means must be found, such as a tax 
credit system. Supervising this lesson at Im- 
maculate Conception school, Rochester, N.Y., 
is Sister Germaine, SSJ. 


NO ONE IN RHODE Island or Pennsylvania is 
likely to argue that the decision against them 
was a blessing, in disguise or otherwise, but out 
of the ashes a better Phoenix may have risen. In 
the wake of the court action, many people who 
had backed school aid realized that tax credits 
probably could do a better job of solving the real 
problem and still apparently avoid the con- 
stitutional issue. 


Tax credits will not preserve the Catholic 
school system, not by any stretch of the 
imagination. But, tax credits can help people 
preserve their right to choose whatever schools 
they want to use. 


Unless there is some kind of intervention 
between the crushing forces of inflation acting on 
the nonpublic schools now, there may not be 
many nonpublic schools left in a few years. A 
recent study estimates that half the Catholic 
schools in the country may have to close their 
doors by 1980. These are schools that serve some 
two million youngsters. 


WHETHER YOU LIKE Catholic schools as 
they are now, want to see them changed, or don’t 
care for them at all, the enforced solution of 
abolition because they fail to support themselves 
does not seem like a very valid one. 


Today the,parents of five million youngsters 
exercise the right to send their children to 
nonpublic schools. The schools they use come in 
almost every ethnic and denominational style. 
But there are many more people who would like 
to choose and cannot. They cannot afford to. 
Unless some form of aid is available to most 
parents, only a few will be able to really exercise 
their historical right.

us Franciscans, it is clearly 
stated that the friars are not 
to ride on horseback. 


And commentators on the 
rule uniformly insisted that 
for us to hike up our brown 
robes and gallop off into the 
sunset would indeed be a 
mortal sin! 


To understand Francis’ 
prohibition, it is important to 
note the context: insistent as 
he was on poverty, he did not 
want his followers to adopt 
modes of transportation that 
were normally accessible 
only to the wealthy 


Today, however, people of 
all economic classes enjoy 
horseback riding. So we 
Franciscans ask ourselves in 
this: age of renewal: What 
does this prohibition mean, 


and how can we observe it- 


today? 


Briefly, for us it means 
that we should purchase only 
the lower-priced cars; that 
we should use the type of 
public transportation em- 
ployed by poorer people (for 
example, bus rather than 
plane); and that we should 
not travel first class. 


Now to return to St. Paul’s 
comments about long hair: 


What was he trying to tell 


us? 
In the context of chapter 


11, Paul discusses certain 
rules or guidelines which are 


to be observed during 


religious services. 


Since he realizes that his 
admonition may lack 
theological forcefulness, he 
clearly states (verse 16): 
“To anyone who might still 
want to argue: it is not the 
custom with us,-nor in the 
churches of God.”’ 


y For Paul Christ is the head 


of every man, and the man is 
the head of the woman. 


In his time, men ap- 
parently did not wear their 
hair long; since this was the 
custom, it would seem that to 
let the hair grow was a sign 
of the abdication of the male 
role. 


Today the Church is in the 
process of judiciously 
evaluating inherited sym- 
bols, practices and gestures. 
If they are no longer apt and 
suitable for conveying a 
certain meaning, they are 
discarded and new symbols 
are sought. 


In our culture — at least 
for the majority of people — 
length of hair has nothing to 
do with one’s manhood. 
Therefore it has no bearing 
on the theological impact of 
the letter to the Corinthians. 


Customs come and go but 
the truth remains.
